The Personality of Satan. 


The existence of evil or malignant spirits, and 
their influence upon the human mind have always 
been common articles of belief in the Christian 
church. Something analogous to this opinion ap- 
pears to have prevailed among the nations of an. 
tiquity, and it was generally acknowledged by 
the ancient Jews. The facts of their existence 
and their influence are supposed to be very plain. 
ly taught in the New ‘Testament, and distinctly 
recognized in the Old Testament. This position, 
however, is frequently assailed, and the doctrine 
contested both by appeals to metaphysical rea. 
soning, and by an attempt to set aside the ordina. 
ry exposition of those passages which are addu- 
ced in proofof the sentiment. In the examina-

tablished upon the ruins of that of Satan, and the 
world restored to happiness and to God.” Such 
lis believed to be the general sentiment of the; 
|Christian world. Without following these seve. 
| rat specifications, I will now proceed to the con. 
sideration of such passages of Scripture, as in my 
judgment, furnish conclusive evidence of the gen- 
‘eral truth of this statement. 


In 2 Peter, 2: 4, it is stated in other events of 
sacred history, that “God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to hell, and deliv- 
ered them into chains ofdarkness, to be reserved 
unto judgment.” In Jude, we have the following 
statement : “And the angels which kept not their 
first estate, but left their own habitation, he hath 
reserved in everlasting chains under darkness, 
‘unto the judgment of the great day.” This event 
‘is here also classed with other well known events 
in sacred history. Under various names, these 
wicked spirits are represented as tempting, de. 
ceiving and seducing mankind, and in various 
ways opposing the progress of truth and right- 
eousness. It may be observed that though for 
aught we know, there may be legions of fallen, 
\spirits, yet there appears to be strictly speaking | 
but one devil. To him, as their leader, the fall- 
en spirits seem to be in some sort of subjection. 
In accordance with this supposition, the Saviour 
speaking of the fiery condemnation which awaits | 
them, says it was ‘‘prepared for the devil and his | 
angels.” This leader is designated by many | 
different appellations, as Satan, an adversary, or | 
enemy ; Devil, from the Greek Diabolos; a cal. 
umniator, or false accuser. He is also styled the | 
Evil One, the wicked one, the serpent, the old. 
serpent, the adversary, the accuser of the breth. 
ren, the prince of this world, the god of this’ 
world, and the “ prince of the power of the air.” 
The original word, which we translate devil, di.| 
abolos, is not used in the plural, when employed 
to designate a fallen spirit, thus showing that 
that there is but one devil. The words daimon 
and daimonion are used in the plural, indica- 
ting that there are many demons, or fallen spir. 
its. Our translators, having employed the same 
term devil, to translate all these Words indifferent. 
lv, have failed to mark the proper distinction.— 
In confirmation of the above statement, relative 
to the influence of Satan and his angels upon the 
minds of men, the following passages, among ma. ) 
ny others, may be noticed. “The of this 
world hath blinded the minds of them that be. 
lieve not. ‘The prince of the power of the air— 
the spirit that now worketh in the children of dis- 
obedience. Besober, be vigilant, for your ad- 
versary, the devil, as a roaring lion, goeth about 


) he must have known theresult of their existence—- 
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seeking whom he may devour, ‘That they ma 

recover themselves out of the snare of the devil, 
who are led captive by him at his will. For this 
purpose, the Son of Man was manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of the devil. Satan hath 
desired to have thee, that he may sift thee as 
wheat. Put on the whole armor of God, that ye 
may be able to stand against the wiles of the dev- 
il, for we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities and powers, and against 
the rulers of the darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high places.” ‘These 
passages represent Satan as exerting the influ. 
ence of a vigilant and powerful enemy of the hu- 
man race. We are not to understand this influ. 
ence as belonging to Satan exclusive of the agen- 
cy of other fallen spirits, who are called his an- 
gels. But it accords with common usage to speak 
of the deeds of subordinates, as if performed im. 
mediately by their principal or leader. Thus we 
say ofa commander that he gained a victory, 
but no one understands it as effected without the 
aid of his soldiers. Hence, when we contem- 
plate the mighty influence ascribed to Satan over 
the minds of men, we are to remember that the 
scriptures authorize the belief that Satan has le. 
gions of subordinates under his control. Many 
other passages, besides those already quoted, as. 
cribe to malignant spirits the perceptions, voli- 


They recognized the presence and power of Je- 
sus, and deprecated his vengeance. ‘What have 


Art thou come hither to torment us before the 
time? They besought him, saying, if thou cast | 


swine.” The early christians were cautioned 
against their “wiles” and “snares.” But it is un. 
necessary to multiply quotations; these already 
furnished may serve as specimens of the repre-| 
sentations of Scripture, relative to the character 
and influence of falien spirits. It is sufficient in 
this place to add, that both in the Old Testament | 
and in the New, in a multitude of instances, evil | 
thoughts, designs and deeds, are ascribed to their 
influence upon the minds of men; and these rep- 
resentations, without one solitary exception, ac- 
cord with the supposition that they are active, in- 
telligent, powerful, and malignant spirits. 

But notwithstanding the plainness, the unifor- 
mity, and the frequency of these representations 
in the sacred word, both their influence and exist- 


ground that it is derogatory to the divine charac- 
ter to suppose that he would allow such a being 
to exist. It is argued that as God is omniscient, 


Omnipotent, and therefore could prevent it—infi- 
nite in goodness,and therefore would not permit it. 
Hence it is inferred, that their existence must im- 
pugn either the wisdom, power or goodness of 
God. Inreply to this a priori reasoning, it is

deemed sufficient to observe, that the argument, 


if valid, will prove by parity of reasoning, eral 


there can be no such being asa fallen and depra- 
ved man. 


the beings, and the principle involved is the same. 
It might, therefore, be argued with equal force 
and propriety, in relation to the human family, 
that God must have known men would fall, or 
he could not be omniscient. He could have 
prevented it, or he would not be omnipotent. He 
would have prevented it, or he could not be per- 


fectly good. But there are fallen and depraved 
men, which could not be true, if the argument 
were valid. Hence we reject the reasoning 
which leads to a conclusion, that broadly and 
palpably conflicts with absolute fact. 

But the received opinion on this subject, is also 
frequently rejected on the principle, that the rep- 
resentation of Scripture, relative to Satan and his 
angels, are mere instances of the use of the rhet- 
orical figure commonly denominated prosopopeia 
or personification. In the use of this figure, we 
ascribe life, action, and sentiment to inanimate ob- 
jects, or to things, in their very nature, utterly in- 
capable of them. It is said that the Devil or Sa. 
tan is merely a personification of the principle of 
moral evil, or in some cases, of the Jewish High 
Priest, the Sanhedrim, or the enemies of religion 
in general. To this we may justly reply, that it 
charges the sacred writer with gross ignorance or 
wilful obscurity. And this must apply, not to two 
or three ofthem, but to all, or nearly all of them, | 
not excepting our Saviour himself.

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The Intempcrate Church Member. 

In a former number, we have stated some rea. 
sons why no member of a christian church should | 
engage in the traffic of intoxicating liquors; in 
our present article, we shall attempt to give some | 
reasons why no church member should make use 
of such liquors, as a beverage. 

And Ist. He setsa bad example to his fami- 
ly, and to the world, by such a practice. If he 
is only a moderate drinker, and wine or cider, or 
perhaps an occasional glass of brandy, are the 
only intoxicating articles, in which he indulges 
himself, yet he should know, if he does not now, 
that his little son, who sits, perchance, upon his 
knee, and sees him partake with apparent impu- 
nity, of the poisonous beverage, acquires by that 
example, a taste for intoxicating liquors, which, 
if he grows up to manhood, will in uine cases out 
of ten, make hima sot. And that intemperate 
neighbor, across the way, who for years has been 
descending the drunkard’s beaten path to destruc- 
tion, when warned of the inevitable consequen- 
ces of his vicious course, will point to that church 
member’s dwelling, and say, with fiendish tri- 
umph depicted in his countenance, “1 do no worse 
than Mr. ——, he drinks and so do J, and if it is 
wrong for me, it is wrong for him.” 

2d. It is injurious to the health, It has 
been well remarked, that if the use of tntoxica- 


ting liquors, as a beverage, were abandoned 
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throughout our land, there would be little need of 
physicians. Jt is well known to every observing 
man, that all intoxicating liquorsare highly stim. 
ulative in their nature, and the physician, as well 
as every one else, who has examined the subject 
's well aware that the habitual use of such 
stimulants, even in small quantities, is very 
njurious to the health. Indeed, it may be safe- 
ly averred, that the moderate use of intoxicating 
liquors, is one of the most prolific causes of gout, 
rheumatism, apoplexy, congestive fevers, deliri- 
um and numerous other of the messengers of the 
grim monarch, and that it pre-disposes the sys- 
tem to epilepsy, tetanus, yellow and bilious fe- 
vers, Asiatic cholera, malignant erythema, and 
a variety of other diseases which so often prove 
fatal to this class, even when immediately induc- 
ed by very slight causes, 

3d. It is unjust to his family. The wife of 
his bosom and the fond pledges of his love, merit, 
and should receive the warmest affection which a 
husband and father can bestow ; but he, who dai- 
ly stimulates his system by the use of intoxicating 
liquors, is usually irritable and peevish, when not 
under the immediate influence of such stimulants. 
Let such an one remember, however, that nothing 
will more speedily wean from him the affeetions 
of a devoted wife, and confiding children, than 
the conduct induced by this dangerous habit. 

4th. The habit constant!y strengthens. Seek 
the wretched inebriate, as he is just recovering 
from the effects of a debauch, and as you gaze 
upon his pallid cheek, his sunken eye, and his 
hair prematurely grey, ask him how he became 
thus debased and degraded. With a hollow 
voice, he will reply, “I begun by taking a LiT- 
TLE.”

6th. It brings a reproach on the cause of God. 
In addition to the influence of their example, to 
which I have already adverted, it is a well known 
fact, that any man, under the influence of a small 
quantity even, of intoxicating liquors, is prone to 
exhibit a levity, entirely unbecoming the chris. 
tian profession. The eyes of the children of this 
world are fixed cagerly on the professors of the re- 
ligion of Christ, and every act, which in their vic w, 
does not coincide with the Scriptures, is carefully 
noted down, and made tie subject of severe animad- 
versions, and none more frequently than such 
conduct as this. 

But 7th. What is of the utmost importance, 
is, that it is displeasing to God. It has been well 
remarked, that the command, “touch not, taste 
not, handle not,’ was not given solely with refe- 
rence to intoxicating liquors, but the command, 
“Loox Not upon the wine when it is red,” &c., 
refers to them, andto them alone. How often, 
too, are woes pronounced upon those who indulge 
in intoxicating drinks. ‘Woe to them that tarry 
long at the wine;” “Woe to the drunkards of

He 
sometimes used bad language. He played truant! 
from school, and on “training days” or when 
there was a building raised, he used to drink strong 
drink, “In this way he formed bad habits, and 
by the time he was twenty-one years old, hedied, 
a poor, miserable creature in the poor house.” 
I tell you this story, dear Children, to teach you 
the necessity of forming good habits, and avoid- 
ing bad ones. Always speak the truth, use no 
bad language, never stay from school without 
liberty, and above all, never fouch, taste or han- 
dle, strong drink lest some one shall be awakened 
some morning, with the bell tolling for your death.

I rejoice to say, that I am perfectly happy, 
without fear or anxiety ; and that I find that it is 
good to be here. I have generally, perhaps, too 
much to do; here | have a little Icisure to look 
more into my own heart,—more into that good 
old book, the bible, and oftener on Him whom, 
alas! alas! 1 still forget too often—my Jesus— 
my everlasting all. lam sure this 1s the best 
way for me, and the Lord will liberate me in his 
own time. I can still work, though I cannot 
preach ;—I can pray, and by closer communion 
with my Lord be better prepared for future use.

TED HAMBURG, JuLY 31, 1840. 
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wards seven o’clock in the evening we got safely 
on board of the “Malmo” steamer, and a few 
}hours afterwards we landed at Malmo, the place 
for which we had takew our passports. The Lord 
found also a little work for us at this place. I vis- 
ited two British ships in the harbor, and on board 
of one of then the glad tidings of 
proclaimed. ‘Tu most of the Sweedish vessels 
and persons employed about the harbor, we gave 
tracts. 

It Was our intention to proceed from Malmo to 
Laugeland in an open boat, and to land at a point 
where we could not be easily observed ; but this 
was graciously prevented by heavy and contrary 
winds. We were obliged to return, afler waiting 
three days, by steamer to Lubeck. And it was 
well ordered, for soon after my arrival the breth- 
ren Eustace Giles and———Acworth, aceompani- 
ed by our dear br. Maclay from New York, arri- 
ved as a deputation from the Baptists in England, 
to present a memorial signed by 5000 individuals, 
to the senate of this city. These dear brethren 
have done what they could for us, and I doubt not 
that their visit has left a favorable impression on 
the minds of many. I am not very sanguine, 
however, as to an immediate favorable result, for 
the animosity against the gospel in this city is past 
description, especially amongst the higher class- 
es, and I fear that unless a similar effort is made 
by our sister churches in America and recom. 
mended to the senate by your President, we may 
wait long enough fur anything like a concession or 
act of toleration. My spirit has been much re. 
freshed by the visit of these brethren, and f only 
wished they could have prolonged their stay.

Thanksgiving. 
«Thou crownest the year with thy goodness” —Pe, lr. 11. 

We are again brought to the season of our annual 
public Thanksgiving. God has graciously preserved 
our lives—he has strewn our pathway with unnum- 
bered mercies—he has “opened his hand” and sup- 
plied our wants, and he has greatly enriched us with 
blessings temporal and spiritual. In reviewing the 
twelvé months past, we may heartily unite with the 
pious Psalmist in exclaiming, “Thou crownest the 
year with thy gooodness, and thy paths drop fat- 
ness.” “Many, O-Leord our God, are thy. wonderful 
works which thou hast done, and thy thoughts which 
are to us ward: they cannot be reckoned up in order 
unto thee: if we would declare and speak of them, 
they are more than can be numbered.” 

The propriety or expediency of thus setting apart 
seasons, by public authority, for religious services, 
has sometimes been doubted ; but we have seen no 
really valid objection to a custom fraught with so ma- 
ny interesting and pleasing associations as are our 
New England “ Thanksgivings.” True, the day is 
too often made the occasion of many vain, foolish, and 
unprofitable employments ; and in this, as in nume- 
rous other instances, we witness the manifestation of 
avery general disposition among mankind, to pervert 
very good things toa very bad use—a disposition 
much to be lamented, it is true, but one which, we 
fear, will always prevail in this unsanctified world. 
We have indeed no opinion of “forced thanksgivings,”’ 
but there surely can be no impropriety in an inrifation, 
emanating from those in authority, for the people to as- 
semble in their respective places of worship, to render 
thanksgiving and praise to the Giver ofall good, tor his 
manifoid blessings. A more general and heart-felt 
compliance with the invitation, were a “consumma- 
tion devoutly to be wished.” But however this may 
be, we trust that those who bear rule among us may 
always be found thus acknowledging their depend- 
ence upon and obligation to the “King of kings and 
Lord of lords.”

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Family Prayer. 

To parents, God has committed the highest 
and dearest interests of society. In their hands 
He places the materials of which it is composed, 
and then, by his providence and his Word, bids 
them take heed how they build! Hence, their 
duties are imperative as well as comprehensive. 
So long as they shall continue to be parents, 
nothing less than absolute physical or mental 
inability can discharge them from the obliga. 
tions which the parental relations imply. Of 
these obligations none are so impressively sol- 
emn as those which concern the moral training of 
their offspring. Every cause, therefore, that fa- 
cilitates or retards this process which God re- 
quires them to superintend, deserves and should 
receive a candid examination. It is under the 
influence of this conviction, that we have chosen 
the caption which stands at the head of this arti- 
cle. 

The bearing that the daily and proper observ- 
ance of family worship has upon the accomplish- 
ment of this great work—the education of. mind 
with respect to its moral instincts—is, we are 
quite sure, but inadequately appreciated. It cer- 
tainly dues no violence to Christian charity to 
say, that there are many of the acknowledged, 
and even prominent members of evangelical 
churches, who live in the partial if not habitual 
disregard of this duty. Could our voice be heard 
by such, it should be employed for a brief space, 
to advise them of the sad results of neglecting a 
duty so sacred. For the sake of those children 
whose innocent prattle imparts joy to their hearts, 
and diffuses sunshine through their dwellings, we 
would bid them beware that their domestic altar 
be not exclusively consecrated to the god of this

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made. Anda fearful thing it is to have even a 
subordinate supervision of it. The child gifted 
with the power of comparing and deducing re- 
sults, is often drawing conclusions with astonish- 
ing, not to say fatal precision! and that, too, be- 
fore he has passed beyond the precincts of the 
nursery. Christian parent, beware that his logic 
does not tax your consistency—or rather, be- 
ware that your want of consistency does not in- 
capacitate him for listening without prejudice to 
religioustruth. If he never hears you pray, and 
yet knows that youare a professor of religion, 
what are his conclusions ? and what is likely to 
be the effect on his immortal interests?
